fornia said: I have read 2 t ‘purports to 
be the full text of the Ohinese treaty, as 
2 out dy the Senate Committee. It re- 
fers to and fully upholds all jaws for the reg- 
istration and exclusion of Chinese laborers. 
In my opinion it strengthens the existing ex- 
clusion laws, giving sanction to every fea- 
ture and provision of these laws. Sec. 2 0f 
the treaty, which, upon the cabied statement 
published yesterday, was supposed to a 
substitute for a portion of the Geary act, is 
simply a supplemental regulation for the re- 
turn to this country within a limited period

The treaty will not remove all ssible fu- 
ture litigation concerning the Geary act as 
amended but binds the Chinese Government 
by the highest of international obligations to 
assist usin maintaining our exclasion law. 
The treaty will be entirely satisiactory to the 


Representative Caminnetti of California 
said: ‘‘l think that the fifth article of the 
treaty is a victory forthe United States, in 
— the Chinese Government to agree to 

th the Geary and McUreary laws, which 
hey fought so long. It sets that mat- 
ter entirely at rest. If we 
were dealing with European nations, 
article 2 could be properly enforced, as 
intended in the treaty. Of course any Call- 
fornian who Knows the wily nature of the 
Chinese can realize how easily they would 
evade its provisions and secure entry into 
the United States contrary to the spirit, 
as well as to the letter of the treaty. 
I would prefer that the privilege to return 
should be denied, if it were possible; but if 
the Chinese laborer, who was registered, as 
is now provided by our laws, be permitted to 
return. it should be by virtue of strict pro- 
visions of law calculated to prevent fraud. 

Representative Hilborn of Califosnia, who 
served @ term as District Attorney of his 
State, said: ‘**The reading discloses 
enough to see that it Is, as is usually the case 
whenthe United States makes treaties, a 
blunder, There are so many defects appar- 
ent that it is impossible to enumerate them 
all in a short interview. The provision 
which enables Chinese to return who 
can prove that they have a 
father, wife or child in the. country 
is likely to be the souree of a great deal of 
annoyance, From my extensive experience 
inenforcing the restriction act I am in- 
clined to think there are few Cuinamen who 
will leave the country without first leaving 
proof behind that they leave a father, wife 
or child. The certificate in such proof 
would enable them to return u they wanted 
to, and if they did not want to, it places 
them in possession of a certificate which 
willhave a commercial value. The provi- 
sion that a registered Chinaman having 51, 
600 in 1 in the United States, If it con- 
templated fixed and visible property only. 
would not be KR dangerous, be- 
cause there would be very few persons com- 
ing who could make such proof; but as to 
debts due him and pending settlement there 
is no end to that. Every Chinaman 
could easily prove by other Uhinamen that 
they owed him the requisite $1.000, and I can 
see no way that the American officers could 
have of disapproving this. I Can see that 
every Chinaman who leaves San Fran- 
Cisco can thus furnish himself with a“ 
certificate which would enable him to 
return. The provision limiting the time of 
Chinese laborers to the United States holding 
certificates to one year would seem to be 
reasonable, and the provision to extend that 
time in exceptional cases and on proper 
showing would seem also to de rea- 
sonable, but the method that they have 

rescribed for enforcing this provision 
S simply absurd.

Francisco thousands of miles away. and the 
Chinese Consul at San Francisco certifies the 
necessary facts to the Collector at San Fran- 
cisco. ‘Ihis is objectionable in that it makes 
the officers of the Oninese Government 
agents for the enforeement ofa law of the 
United States. The Consul is expected to 
make a certificate of facts which he cannot 
be fully A of, as the Chinese laborer 
for whom he makes the certificate is all the 
time in China. : 

In article 3 ſt seems to me that the class 
who may goand come without certificates; 
that is offictais, teachers, merchants, etc., is 
greatly enlarged by the use of the term 
‘travelers for curiosity or pleasure.’ They 
may come and reside here permanently. It 
seems to me that that provision ts full of 
danger. How could you deny any Chinaman, 
who came to the United States deciaring that 
he was not a laborer, but as 
coming for curiosity or pleasure. 
In this article also 1 find this lan- 
guage ‘to entitle such Chinese subjects 
as are above described,’ that is travelers for 
curiosity, to admission into the United 
States, they may produce a certificate from 
their government, or the government where 
they last resided, vized by the diplomatic or 
consular representatives in the country or 
port whence they depart. That would give 
to the Government of ».exico or Canada the 
right to determine what Chinese may come 
into the United States. It is possible that 
this power might be abused by Canada and 
Mexico, who have no particular interest in 
= Chinese laborers out of the United 
states. 

In article 4 the United States reaffirms 
the agreement contained in the old treaty 
guaranteeing to Chinese residents in the 
United States the protection of person and 
property aud all the riguts that are given to 
the citizens of the most favored nations, but 
I nnd nowhere any reciprocal agreement on 
the part of China to protect the lives and 
property of Americans residing In China.’’ 

Secretary Gresham, in conversation to- 
night noted the fact that the text of the pro- 

osed new treaty with China had been pub- 
ished, but headded that it;had not been made 
public by the State Department. The com- 
ments of the public men on the treaty show- 
ing their sentiment towards it are aparentiy 
being read with much interest by him.

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IT INDICATES UNREST. 


Bland’s Opinion of the Cozer Movement 
—Views of Other Congressmen. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—Members 
of Congress are watching the assembling of 
the Coxey army which is to descend. upon 
them with mingled astonishment and amuse- 
ment. Most of them regard the army as an 
absurdity which win soon mek away. Some 
few attach to ita profound significance as an 
indication of a popular uprisiig which 1s to 
shake the foundatian stones of democratic 
government. No thought has been given to

I have been pleased to 
hear the arguments for and against tne bill, 
inordertbat I might fully understand the 
question and reach a decision that would 
meet ith the approval of ho particular sec- 
tion, butofthe whole country. Involved in 
this bill, I beileve, ls a question greater than 
majorities in Congress, above any per- 
sonal and self-considerations. I wish 
1 Was at liverty to look ut 
the matter from your point of view 
and nothing would please me better than to 
have the Whole. matter determined by 
Congress. Congress, however, has turned 
the ill over to me, and I cannot evade this 
responsibility. My duty demands that I con- 
sider the welfare of the whole people, and 
not the interest of this section or that sec. 
tion, and I snall endeavor to discharge my 
duty to the best of my ability. The differ- 
ences of opinion in the various sections of 
country have made the respunsibilily that 
has been ,ima posed upon me one of intense 
eravity.’ 

The President stopped without making any 
declaration as to whether he intended to 
sign or veto the bill but none of those pres- 
ent ventured to agk the direct question, Mur. 
Cleveland spoke for fully five minutes.

The ground of most of the objections 
urged against the new Chinese treaty does 
not clearly appear in a reading of the text 
of the convention given out for publica- 
tion. 

It is true that the guarantee of proteo- 
tion assured by the United States to 
Chinese subjects lawfully within their 
borders is not reciprocaily pledged to 
American citizens in China, but in the 
main the treaty conforms to the policy

The recognition of the right of China to 
register American laborers residing in 
China’ is nothing more than a fair ac- 
knowledgment of a right we assume, and 
which China might exercise in retaliation 
whether we recognized it or not. 80 
far from nullifying the amended 
Geary act the treaty contains the as- 
sent of China to its enforcement and 
the pledge of the co-operation of the Chi- 
ness Government in its main purpose, 
viz., the prohibition of Chinese immigra- 
tion into this country. This prohibition 
is the essential object for which we are 
striving, and to the accomplishment of 
which the co-operation of China is most

IN FORTY-FIVE YEARS 

Louis Kossuth was 47 years old when 
his brief and brilliant political career 
ended, and he lived forty-five years longer 
—an exile from home and country. During 
these forty-five years what marvelous 
changes has he witnessed!—changes in- 
comparably greater in magnitude and 
consequence than the revolution, of which 
he was at once the leader and.the victim, 
could possibly have accomplished had it 
been as successful as it deserved to be. 

In 1849 France, Austria and Russia di- 
vided between them the supremacy of 
Europe, and Germany was—what it had 
been for centuries—a group of small States 
under different rulers and having no com- 
mon interests or common policy, for all 
practical purposes a mere rope of sand. 
To-day France, Austria and Russia have 
something more than a rival in a united 
and imperial Germany, which neither of 
these powers dares to face alone and which 
has given two of them the sharp lessons 
of military chastisement. In 1849 Italy, 
like Germany, was ‘‘a mere geographical 
expression, the prey of foreign and do- 
mestic tyrants, with no bond of union 
and no apparent hope of future national 
Mreedém and unity. To-day Italy is not 
only‘ ‘free from the Alps to the Adriatic,’’ 
but has taken her place among the nations 
of the earth under a flag, which she knows 
how to defend and with an army and 
navy which make her a friend to be de- 
sired and a foe to bedreaded, In 1849 


bill of 1832 had left her—-a monachy but- 
tressed bya hereditary Houseof Lords 
and an established church, with no indi- 
cation that either of these time-honored 
supports could ever be disturbed by 
the advance of democracy. To-day both 


rising tide of democracy has touched the 
steps of the throne. In 1849 American 
-slavery was apparently as firmly fixed as 
the Federal constitution itself, and only a 
few lunatiés and fanatics so much as 
dreamed of a civil war on that account.

If in his forty-five years of exile—to 
say nothing of his ninety-two years of 
life—such great and mighty changes have 
occurred, what may we not expectof the 
next half contury. 


STRUGGLING 70 A CONTINENT. 


It is very much a matter of course that 
in beginning war on the King of Unicoro 


the English Government should say it is 


endeavoring to suppress the slave trade, 
but the outer world is beginning to get a 
very fair idea of what Mr. Cecil Rhodes 
and the South African company are doing, 
and suppressing the slave trade is the least 
part of it. 

It may never be possible for the South 
Atrican company to obtain such a hold in 
Africa as the East Indian company se- 
cured in Asia in the eighteenth century, 
but it is certain that the company is am- 
bitious and thatin Rhodes it has a man 
who is as audaciousin execution as he is 
in planning. ; 

It is believed that the work now on 
hand is to push through Central Africa 
on a north and south line, establishing a 
chain of forts which will command the 
Central Lake region, put the headwaters 
of the Nile under British control and con- 
nect the British possessions in South 
Africa with Egypt, which, under the Pro- 
tectorate, ishardly less a British posses- 
sion than Ireland or India. 

If this design is carried out before the 
close of the century it will be the greatest 
thing of ite kind done since the French 
took possession of the lakes, pushed 
through the wilderness of the Mississippi 
Valley and connected their Canadian pos- 
sessions with their holding at the mouth 
of the Mississippi. 

What the French did for the Mississippi, 
the English are trying to do for the Nile. 
They may succeed, even though France is 
crowding them in North Africa, though 
Germany is grabbing all it can on the 
Eastern coast, though every nation in Eu- 
rope is determined to have its share in the 
division of the spoils of the Dark Conti- 
nent. 

If it does succeed the power of the little 
island of England, already marvelous, 
will be the greatest miracle of history.

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THE GREAT WOVELIST. 


If the two recently published volumes of 
‘*‘The Familiar Letters of Sir Walter 
Scott’’ add little to our previous knowl- 
edge of him, they at least serve to confirm 
and deepen the popular impressions of one 
of the most attractive personalities in the 
whole range of literature. If Scott had 
never written a word, or if his writings 
had been of an inferior order, yet the 
character of the man—as revealed in Lock- 
hart’s inimitable biography, in his own 
correspondence and in the unanimous ver- 
dict of contemporaries—would have been 
sufficient to assure him gracefuland gen- 
erous immortality. The often-quoted 
Shakspearean lines may be said of him 
with as much truth as propriety: 


His life was gentle; and the elements 

So mixed in him, that Nature might stand

And say to all the world, 
man!“ 


He had his follies and his faults, but 
they were of a kind that may be easily 
pardoned. He was ambitious to be a 
Scotch laird and the founder of a family, 
and this ambition led to the building of 
Abbotsford and the financial disaster 
which, but for that, he might have es-

caped. But these were more than com- 


pensated for by the magnificent courage 
with which he faced the consequences, 
From that dismal morning in 1826, when 
he found himself a bankrupt, with per- 
sonal liabilities to che amount of nearly 
$750,000, until that darker day in 1832, 
when ‘‘he died with his children round 
him and the murmur of the Tweed in his 
ears’’—whatastruggle it was, and how 
nobly he bore himself to the end! His 
creditors offered him a liberal compromise, 
but he would not acoept it, saying: God 
giving me time and strength, I will pay it 
all, and face the world again owing no 
manafarthing.’’ Intwo years he made 
by his pen §200,000, and looked forward 
hopefully to the final accomplishment of 
his self-imposed task; but it was too 
great for him, at his age; and he died in 
the harness—fondly believing to the last 
that he might be able to resume his work. 
One reads the pathetic story of those siz 
struggling years with mingled pity end 
love, There is nothing like it in the his- 
tory of letters.

Street Railway Transfers. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Perhaps few of your readers have made a 
study of the code of rules established by the 
average street car company for the guidance

1892 Col. Breckinridge was in the midst of 
some engagements in New York. He saw 
the plaintiff there and she approached bim 
with a proposition that she should have an 
Opportunity of going to Europe with Miss 
Wiison and should enter school in the city of 
Berlin. Sheasked Col. Breckinridge to de- 
which would be in the 
neighborhood of $1,500 a year,and she offered 
to stay there under three terms, if she might 
go as his aMlanced wife and come back and 
be married to him.

MKS. BLACKBURN COMES INTO THE CASE. 
„She had become acquainted with Mrs, 
Blackburn. She had known her some tvo 
years before that, having been introduced to 
her vy Mrs. Fillette.

Blackburn’s house, and had officiated at one 
of Mrs. Blackburn’s receptions. She had 
that sort of an acquaintance with Mrs. Black- 
burn which a younger woman who made her- 
self interesting to an elderly lady and who 
could make herself entertaining and agree- 
able to people coming from the same State 
had.

THE SECHET WEDDING. 

‘*When Col. Breckinridge returned here on 
April 27 there were reusons which induced 
him to urge Mrs. Wingto be married to him 
at that time. She had had two Serious at- 
tacks of illness. He was expecting to go to 
the West. He urged her before they were 
separated for the summer to Marry nim, and 
she consented. She desired, however, before 
the marriage should become known, to have 
an opportunity towin the affections of his 
children. 1 think it was a mistake that there 
was any apparent secrecy about this mar- 
riage. Col. Breckinridge and Mrs. Wing 
went to New York April 29, Mrs. Wing going 
tothe Fifth Avenue Hoteland Mr. Breckin- 


ridge going to the Hoffman House. He 
had previously written or telegraphed 
to Dr. Lyman Abbott to meet him, with 


a view of having him perform the ceremony, 
but Dr. Abbott had a previous engagement. 
He then went to Dr. John R. Paxton, and he 
and she were married by Dr. Paxton, at his 
house. On their return to Washington the 
fact of this marriage was communicated to 
three of Mrs. Breckinridge’s best friends and 
also to Dr. Johnson, who had been fora long 
time her physician.’’

PRESIDENT HARKLESS’ ADDRESS. 

Mr, Chairman and Fellow Republicans of 
the City of St. Louls—I Delleve this is the 
first time that I have had the pleasure of 
meeting you, and when lam through you will 


prybably pray that it will be the last time. 
Iam not unmindful of the fact that I am 
speaking to Republicans in the Republican 
city of St. Louis. As soon as the rest of the 
State is as well organized as St. Louis it will 
all ve Republican. [Applause, ] 

President Harpless then rolled of a 
catalogue of names known to the 
historian of the Republican party— 
Abraham Lincoln, U. S. Grant and others 
and deelared that the present G. O. p. 
stands in their shoes. He said the Repub- 
lican party had from its birth onward 
been right on every public question and 
had always had the courage to stand by its 
convictions. On the contrary,the Democratic 
party had beena vacillating, objecting and 
retarding party; a party founded on oppos!- 
tion, a critical, negative party, always op- 
posed to Republican policy regardiess of 
rigut or expediency. He drew a fanciful 
parallel between the condition of the 
treasury at the expiration of President 
Buchanan’s administration, which contained 
then but 65 cents, he said, and that which 
Mr. Cleveland had set forth in his message 
at the bewinning of his first wholly Demo- 
cratic Administration, 

What is government for?’’ he asked. It 
is simply an immense business in- 
stitution and organization to fur- 
nish, foster and protect the rights of all. 
When the Democratic party attacks this 
policy of protection it rouses the blood and 
sinews ofthe country. It is only waiting for 
a chance to get at em. And when it does 
get at em it uli never let them get control 
again for more than thirty years.

Do you know what free trade means? Do 
you know who originated the scheme of free 
trade? It was Engtand, and England is now 
backing it through the Democratic party.’’ 

The speaker said he had heard it intimated 
that the Democratic party had a President; 
he had never heard the rumor contirmed 
but of one thing ne wasſcertain, they couldn’t 
make the Republicans take him.

“PROMOTERS.”’ 


The Courts Are Coming to the Rescue of 
Their Victims. 


From a New Yerk Exehange. 

The large, eloquent and attractive body of 
men, who are known under the title of pro- 
moters,’’ have lately had their attention 
called tothe legal aspects of their business 
by some rather sharp decisions of the courts. 
Up to this particular time it has always been 
understood that the promoter who was clever 
enough to get the money from investors was 
entitied to all he could secure. 

Ina general waythe promoter is a man 
who takes hold of some scheme, such as an 
invention, a gold or silver mine or a brew- 
ery, forms a stock company and induces as 
many people as he can to put their cash into 
the enterprise. This cash is supposed to be 
used to develop the business, and the iInvest- 
ors in return get slips of hand somely printed 
paper, known technically as stock certifi- 
cates. The amount of money which invest- 
ors have put into such: schemes during the 
past decade would about wipe out the na- 
tional debt. Statistics in the matter are not 
accessible, but there is a general belief that

NEW YORK, March 24.—According to letters 
received by the domestic and foreign mis. 
sionary society ofthe Episcopal Church, the 
Church of the Epiphany and the mission 
buildings in Cavalla, Liberla, were in great 
danger of being destroyed.

RECEPTION ON CHANGE, DINNER AT 
THE MERCANTILE CLOB AND A DRIVE. 


Speechesina Happy Strain Made at the 
Banquet Table—Visit to the Theater— 
To- Day's Programme—List of the Dis- 
tinguished Visitors. 


Such a welcome as few cities in the country 
are qualified to extend, upon short notice, to 
visitors of any quality, was accorded yester- 
day tothe Ohio journalists who visited St. 
Louis for pleasure and information, They 
came expecting, as they said, to depend 
largely upon their own resources for amuse- 
ment and edification, and they found upon 
arrival that the freedom of the city nad been 
obtained in advance andthat they were em- 
phaticallyin the hands of their friends—a 
predicament that the average Ohio man is 
well accustomed to. They were permitted to 
say what they desired to see, but the manner 
of the sight-seeing was not theirs to de- 
termine, their hosts reserving to themselves 
allrights ofexecution. The Buckeye party 
consists of working journalists and State 
officials—the former being the active, and 
the latter the honorary members of the 
Columbus Press Club—or, as they themselves 
express their relations, the Seribes“ and 
**Pharisees,’’ respectively, of the Ohio Leg- 
islative and Executive departments. At 
the head of the ‘‘Scribes’’’ party is 
Harry Miner, a Columbus corres- 
pondent of a leading Cincinnati paper; 
while ofthe office-holding contingent, Sec- 
retary of State S. M. Taylor is perhaps the 
ranking member. But these gentlemen do 
not altogether represent the political and ex- 
ecutive strength of the party, for of the 
writers the most conspicuous figure was that 
of Col. Taylor, the W. A. T. of the Qincin- 
nati Enquirer, twice honored with a proml- 
nent place upon the Obio State ticket; and of 
the executive staff members there was Hon. 
James Boyle, one of the most versatile 
writers and widely-known correspondents in 
the United States, now serving his second 
term as Secretary and political man- 
ager to the Governor of Ohlo, and 
deservedly popular as a graduate of the Sst. 
Louis school of newspaperdom who has won 
fame in two distinct flelds of intellectual en- 
deavor. The Ohio contingent constitute— 
press-gang and officeholders alike—a close 
corporation, within whose control ‘‘scoops’’ 


found, and whose good will all outsiders 
must obtain before they may cast their nets 
for either class of fish with any reasonable 
hope of success. This band ot comrades, or- 


ganized upon a plane not occupied in 
common, perhaps, by tbe habitues of any 
other State capital in the United States, 
conceived the idea of visiting the far-famed 
convention city ofthe Mississipp!

It is, of course, desirable 
that these findings take the form of statutes 
in each of the countries concerned, and to 
that end the McCreary bill was submitted to 
the House and Senate. But regardiess of 
this the contention of the United States is 
and has been that the findings cf the arbitra- 
tors is binding upon the two parties to the 
treaty of arbitration. The United States 
Government proposes to act upon this 
theory, too, and offending craft in forbidden 
waters will surely De selzed andthe masters 
subjected to the penalties of the law. 

Our GowernmMent would ve glad tohave,and 
fully expects, the co-operation of the British 
war vessels in its police duty, but the pro 
gramme outlined will be carried out to the 
letter in any event. There appears to de an 
impression in the Canadian mina that the 
modus vivendi under which sealing was reg- 
ulated last year has expired. The United 
States Goternment, on the contrary, takes 
ground that it remainsin force untllall of 
the findings of the arditrators have been 
given effect, which is not yet the case, and it 
proposes to act upon that theory also. 

It would be useless for piratical sealers to 
Clear hastliy forthe seal waters hoping to 
profit by a large catch before they can be 
served with notices ofthe new regulations, 
for our Government takes the ground that 
they have already had notice of the illegality 
of their proposed operations through the de- 
cision of the arbitrators and the continu-

Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambas- 
sador, had another long conference to-day 
on the subject with Secretary Gresham, who 
was also in cotisultation with Senator Mor- 
gan, one of the Behring Sea arbitrators.

The effect of the two bills would be to have 
the Southern Utes remain where they are in 
‘ olorado and to return the Uncompahgres to 
that State, whence they were removed a few 
years since to Utah,

1838 and 1851 has reached here and is causing 
great excitement. Some of the inhabitants 
ofthis State believe that the decrees might 
be stretched so as to cover many prominent 
people in this district as well as giving the 
Government power to execute, without a 
trial, some of the foreign residents who may 
be suspected of having been in sympathy 
with the insurgents. Many people 
here have all along been in 
sympathy with Meilo although 
they have never had confidengze in Da Gama.

Total Lake Fund Pay Roll Now Reaches 
815,100.47. 


OVER 2,000 LABORERS HAVE ALREADY 
BEEN GIVEN EMPLOYMERT. 


-" 


Many More Will Be Employed Before the 
Work Is Finished—Last Week’s Show 
ing—Fifty Additional Laborers to Pe 
Put on To-Morrow-—Pay Day at ths 
Lake. 


To-morrow will be pay-day at the Forest 
Park Lake, and at the noon hour 749 men will 
be paid off for last week’s work, closing Fri. 
Gay evening. 

The totalamount of the pay-roll to be paid 
in wages to these men 1s $2,882.05. 

In the prosecution of its plan for the relief 
of the unemployed laborers of St. Louis the 
Lake Employment Fund has now paid out in 
wages the total of $15,100. 47. 

This amount expended may justly be 
termed a relief fund, but it cannot be classed 
as a charity fund.“ It relieves the men to 
whom it goes, men out of work and in need 
of food, shelter and clothing, and it relieves 
the necessities of families of women and 
children dependent upon these men, but it 
does not gotothemasa charity. They earn 
every dollar that is paid them. They earn it 
by hard labor onthe Park Lake. They are 
glad to work, because work saves them from 
beggary and enables them to preserve their 
self-respect. 

Fifty additional laborers have been notified 
to report at the Park Lake toemorrow morn- 
ing for work. 

As rapidly as is possible to the practical 
nature of the work gradual changes will be 
made in the force of laborers so that the re- 
lief offered may be extended beneficially to 
the greatest possible number. 

Already over 2,000 laborers who could pot 
find employmeart elsewhere have found work 
and wages on the Park Lake work. 

In the excavation remaining to be done 
many more men will be relieved by finding 
employment there. The Lake Employment 
Fund is carrying out the pledges it made to 
the people who supscribed to the Fund’s es 
tablishment. It is carrying out its pledges 
to extend relief to the unemployed laborers 
of St. Louis and to beautify Forest Park with 
a big lake. 

Every day now there are hundreds of vis- 
itors at the scene of the Park Lake work. 
They are interested in the work, and they 
are impressed by its magnitude and the 
practical way in which it is being carried 
forward. 

The fullcourse of the new lake is now 
Plainly outlined by the excavation already 
made. Go out to Forest Park and see it. 

There is stillan army of unemployed la- 
borers in St. Louis. Every day many of them 
report at the Post-Dispatcu office, seeking 
employment at the park lake. Some of 
them are already registered at the Post- 
DisPaTCH Office, others come to register 
and take their turn atthe work. The great- 
est fairness prevails tn notifying these men 
when more laborers are needed on the work 
in Forest Park, They are notified in the 
regular order in which they have filed their 
applications for the work. They are all being 
reached as quickly as it is possible to do that 
work. 

The excavation of the lake will go steadily 
onward now until its completion, weather 
permitting. The organization of the work- 
ing force and the system of the work have 
been thoroughly tested and demonstrated to 
be entirely practical and satisfactory.

TURIS, Italy, March 24.—Reports from Buda 
Pest caves the gravest anxiety to the family 
and friends of Kossuth, They fear that tur- 
ther iwhances May cause the Emperor to 
forbid burial in Hungarian soll. The Vice- 
Burgomaster of Buda Pest, who is here, tele- 
gtaphed home to-day, appediing to the stu- 
dents to restrain. the 
thusiasm, If there is no prohibition 
of the interment in his native land, 
Kossuth’s body will leave here next week, 
and will be escorted to the Italian frontier 
by the members of the Turin mynicipality. 
The Hungarian deputation has not arrived, 
and full details of the removal have not yet 
been arranged. The body was placed in a 
coffin to-day and taken to the Protestant 
church,a handsome gothic edifice built in 
1634, There is a colony of this sect (Wal- 


denses) in Morgantown, S. C. Kossuth was 
nota member of the congregation, but his 
sister was a devout participant in the ser. 
vice there. The Rev. Mr. Barter, the 
English chaplain here, relates that once, 
when some one in his presence ridiculed re- 
ligion, Kossuth became indignant and said: 
Nover ridicule any one’s principles, what- 
ever they may de. Col. Figyelmesy recalls 
that when Kossuth visited England, in 1856, 
Rosebery, then a boy, with a Hungarian 
tutor. attended the lecture and had a seat on 
the platform.

CHEROKEE _ BONDS. 


Contest Finally Settled in Favor of . 
T. Wilson & Co. 


NEW Lokk. March 24.—The contest over 
the possession of the Cherokee bonds has 
been decided in favor of R. T. Wilson & Co. 
Word was received to-day from Washington 
announcingthat Atty.-Gen. Olney had sub- 
mitted a favorable opinion on the validity of 
the Cherokee contract which the Secretary 
of the Interior would accept as decisive. 

There has been a contest over this contract 
growing out of the rlvalry of Wilson & Co, 
and Baron Erlanger, who is the representa- 
tive of the foreign interests in the combina- 
tion of Southern railways. Wilson & Co. se- 
cured from the Cherokee Nation an assign- 


ment of the purchase money to be paid by 
the Government for the acqulsition of the 
strip in the northern part ofthe Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

The amount involved was $6,649,009 and 
Wilson & Co. paid a premium of 3100, 000 for 
the contract. This was $25,000 more than was 
bid by the Erlanger syndicate. Efforts were 
made, supposed to beinthe interest of the 
Erlangers, to break the bid accepted from 
Wilson & Co., but the latter firm was upheld 
by the Indians and received a favorable re- 
port from the Judiciary Committee of both 
Houses of Congress. 

The opinion of the Attorney-General is be- 
lieved to settle the case and itis announced 
from Washington that the contract of this 
firm will hold. R. T. Wilson Is out of town, 
His son sald to-day: 

The transaction is a large one in bulk, 
but itis not significant in ay other way. 
We have never had any doubt that our posi- 
tion would be sustained. Our payment will 
be made at the suo treasury in New York 
next week. We will secure from the as- 
sistant treasurer a receipt for $6,640,000, 
Deing the assignment. of the claimof the 
Cherokee Nation bearing interest at (per 
cent. The Government will pay off the debt 
in four equal installments from 1897 to 1900, 
inclusive. In order to make the Government 
receipt commercially available it will be de 
posited with the Union Trust Co., which will 
issue participant receipts in denominations 
of $1,000 each. 

»These bonds, if you choose to call them 
so, Will be placed by us with investors. We 
have nat Cetermined ali the details of the 
transaction, such as whether the (per cent 
interest shall be payable semi-annually or 
quarterly. The trust company receipts will 
not be placed abroad. We can float them 
here. Already applicants have come that 
will assure their sate to banks, trust com- 
panies and private investors. We will 
doubttess retaina large share, and the oblt. 
gations will be placed at private sale. The 
receipts are short ones, but they are equiva- 
lent to Government bonds and ought to se 
a bout on a par with them. We expect t 
place them at a rate equivalent to a little 
more than 8-per-cent Government bonds. 
lu the present state of the money market, 
with solid investments growing scarce dally, 
we think there will be a good demand tor 
these bonds, even If they do not run more 
than from three to six years. 

Baron Erianger said that he had not heard 

that the Attorney-General had sustained the 
validity of the Cherokee bond contract b 
which the bonds were assigned to Wilson 
Co. 
If such an opinion has been given,’’ said 
the Baron, of course there is nothing fur- 
ther to do. Ifthe bonds had been awarded 
to my syndicate they would have been sold 
in Europe. 


REQUISITION REFUSED. 


Julius Pearl Rsleased From Custody Here 
by Gov. Stone’s Decision. 

Gov. Stone has refused a requisition for 
Julius Pearl and the charge against him of 
being a fugitive from justice was nolle 
prosequied inthe Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion to-day, Pearl was traveling salesman 
for Wolf & Co., clothiers at New Orleans, 
and it was charged that he disposed of $300 or 
$400 worth of samples about a year ago. 
Pearl was arrested at Huntsville, Tex,, re- 


leased on a habeas corpus writ and again ar- 
rested in St. Louls several months later. He 
was out on bond with his attorneys, Sale & 
Sale, as securities. The Governor did not 
think Pearl intended to embegzie the sam- 
ples when he took them, ifthe charge that 
he embezzled is true.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE METHODS AND 
THE PERSONALITY OF THE MAN. 


He Likes the Place forthe Know'edge of 
Human Nature That He Gains There— 
How He Meets Callers at the White 
Hcuse— Faves His Chief Much Labor. 


New Yor®, March 24.—The surroundings of 
agreat man are always interesting. Per- 
haps the man nearest to Mr. Cleveland to- 
duy is his private secretary,Mr. Henry Thur- 
ber. Little has been written about the man 
who occupies this responsible position, cer- 
tainly less than has fallen. to the lot of any 
previous secretary of the President. The 
desire for self-effacement and an unusual 
willingness to subordinate his own individu- 
ality tothe work at hand have much to do 
with his retiring attitude. So in spite of the 
protests of Mr. Thurber, itis quite within 


them in good humor by telling the story ofa 
leader from Minnesota to whom a banker 
anxious for a delayed appointment tele- 
graphed as follows: 

I this matter 1s not settle d at once I shail 
aqait politics and retire to priv ate life.“ 

This was not much ofa poser forthe Sec- 
retary. He wired the reply: Have read 
your telegram to the President and he ap- 
proves your action. The delegation was 
escorted intothe presence ofthe President 
after twenty minutes walt, and Mr. Thurber 
came back toanswer another question and 
tell how he managed allof these visitors 
with go little friction. The secret was knowl- 
edge ofhuman nature. Human nature I 
like as a study and for itself, and there is no 
better place tostudy it than right here. My 
own rule is, put yourself in his place, and 1 
so try to treat those about me as I should 
like to de treated. Thus it is not difficult to 
get along. 

And do you never regret giving up your 
practice in Detroit for less compensation 
here and for all the worries of public life?’’ 

Not as long as I give satisfaction to the 
President. Taken all in all I like life at the 
capital, the meeting of great men, the re- 
sponsibility and the general surroundings 
natural tothe place. The duties of the post- 
tion, ina word, are to do whatever is re- 
quired of me, and the reward is satisfaction 
of one’s chief. 


Mr. Thurber had pleasant words to say of 
the kindliness and quick appreciation of the 
President. He is fond of horses and has four 
carriages at his disposal.

Rev. Charles Edwards’ Burning Defense 
of Anarchy. , 


New Tonk, March 24.—Rev. Charles Ed- 
wards of Freeport, L. I., is the author ofa 
book just issued under the title ‘‘The Reject- 
ed Symbol.’’

Cotton keeps right in line with wheat, as 
regards duliness, and like that cereal is slow 
to respond to the favorable influences, while 
itis very sensitive on the other side. The 
supply at Liverpool is now 1,840,000 baies, and 
is the largest ever khown, to which will be 
added 145,000 bales now afloat. Thisaccumu- 
lation is at the expense of the supplies in 
America, which are over 500,000 bales less 
than a year ago, but this will be offset 
by a much smaller consumption 
by spinners.

A gradual reduction of stocks the past 
week stimulated the demand for hay some- 
what for the dest grades of bright green 
timothy and prairie and a slight advance in 
values was reported. Receipts kept well up 
the past week, 2 740 tons received, against 
2,385 tons the week before. Shipments were 
1,134 tons, against 938 the previous week. 
The demand ran mainly to the choice and 
fancy grades of timothy, and as there were 
but small offerings of these, and considera - 
ble competition among the local dealers for 
the daily~ receipts, receivers who had 
any of this class of hay to sell 
held it rather stimy, and in most cases 
were able to place it at à premium over last 
week’s average sales of 50c per ton. The 
light offerings of the top grades not being 
sufficient to supply the wants of all dealers, 
many were forced to use the next or medium 
grades,but no one was taking any more than 
they absolutely had to have to meet their im- 
mediate wants. Still the increased movement 
from these Causes, together with the gradu- 
al reduction of the large stocks, which had 
heretofore proved a strong low-price factor, 
created a better feeling, but did not advance 
prices any.

However, choice 
stock, whichis now scarce, commands 583 to 
$3.50, There never was a season when the 
demand for the finest goods coming in was 
so general or universal—the poorer grades 
being neglected at even very low prices.;

The low prices in the principal markets of 
the country for cabbage during the past ten 
days is due, more thau to any other cause, 
to the great abundance and great variety of 
green stuff—early vegetables—which have 
appeared in such profusion everywhere and 
which constitute a formidable competitor 
for eabbage; indeed, immense quantities of 
kale, spinach, neituce, and such products 
fre gOlnog to waste at many points because 
there is no paying market visible or access- 
able. The very favorabie weather brought 
ull this stuff to the front far too soon for the 
cabbage shippers, and the large supplies are 
in a measure due to the good prices prevail- 
ing just a year ago for such goods,

Yeeterday there was a scramble for straw- 
berries, the demand being much larger on 
account of the many orders filed for Easter, 
and the receipts were far from suppiying 
the demand, even at 36c to40c per quart. In 
fact, the receipts were lighter than usual and 
some of them in such bad order, soft, leak- 
ing, etc., that they sold for a mere trifle. 
The offerings so far have been from Florida, 
excepta few small shipments from Louis- 
lana. Mississippi berries are looked for in 
ten days. 


W. S. Calvert, a well-informed frult grower 
at Judsonia, Ark., Who has made a careful 
examination of his peach orchard, states 
that the Early Rivers peach, the hardiest in 
the orchard, hasa full erop, withthe ‘Tillot- 
son variety a close second, and next the 
Family favorite.

Strawberries, he states, 
will be ripe about the 15th of April.

In can be safely said that it wiil 
prove a waste of time and effort to fix prices 
on such perishable products as fruits and 
vegetables. While organizations can ac- 
complish much towards a more even or 
uniform distribution of such goods and se- 
curing better freight rates and quicker time 
in transit, they cannot establish and sustain 
any special price on perishable goodg. In no 
channel of trade is prompt work and de- 
cisive action more frequently hecessary and 
as a rule the receiver is entirely at the mercy 
of buyers and it is equally true that compe- 
tition Is usually sharp and spirited enough to 
force purchasers to give all the stuff is worth 
and sometimes more.

Many of the Florida fruit and vegetabie 
growers are getting together to avoid the 
drummers and solicitors, and thereby save 
the 8 per cent which they have to pay such 
representatives. A fruit commission-house 
here yesterday received a letter, which says 
among other things: We have shipped 
nearly 15,000 boxes oranges and we are just 
starting on a cabbage crop of 18,000 crates, 
and have organized into a shipping associa- 
tion. Now there are solicitors here in great 
numbers all working for that commission, 
We propose shipping direct to one good 
house in each city, and we believe it will be 
to the merebants’ interest as well as ours to 
sell these goods for 7 per cent.

The first calf-chasing scene of the season 
in the produce quarters occurred last Tues- 
day morning and brought to the middle of 
the street the usual number of admirers of 
such sport and many fleet-footed people, 
who were —7 anxious to show the specta- 
tors how quickly they could catch that calf. 
The animal started south on Third street and 
soon developed a surprising pace and free 
trotting action. The victim was the driver 
ot ons ofthe Adams Express waaons from 
which the animal jumped for his freedom, 
and the driver’s efforts to catch the runaway 
by the tall showed he was a novice at the 
business. Itis surprising where 60 many 
people suddenly spring from, as in less than 
two minutes a howling mob was making up 
the street as would the Fire Department. An 
observer declared that before they got 
away 200 feet that three men, two boys end 
three dogs had fallen inthe mud while an- 
other man dropped a false set of teeth and 
came very near losing them. 


The California Fruit Union retired from 
business as a shipping association on the 12ta 
of March, after an experience Of nipe years. 
It was the pioneer organization Of apy mag- 
nitude in the State, and proved serviceable 
and profitable to hundreds of growers of 
California products daring all these years. 
Its demise shows how difficult it is to hold tn 
line a large body of fruit and it is 
not especially eneo a the many new 
organizations in the eld now that promise 
so much. Equipped with 80 much valuabie 
and practical know a long 
and varied experience its discontinuance at 
such a time elloite both surprise re 
to many of the Caltfornia fruit sbippers. 
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a which solicits his 
shipmer or they guarantes him no time, 
notwithstanding their outrageous charges in 
such cages. By these unpardonable acts and 
practicés of the railroads when there are not 
enough shippers to make up a car, hundreds 
of — 4 roducers are impoverished and 
tore to let their fruit rot inthe groves, 
Merchants here declare these small lots are 
out often ten to fourteen days and frequently 
not worth the heavy freight charges on them. 


* * * 


The butter question and life of the dairy 
industry is being very freely discussed all 
over the country, and from the present out- 
look likely to become a factor even in poll- 
tics inthe future. Farmers bave discovered 
that what is everybody’s business is no- 
body's business. In the past, while most 
anxious that the oleomargarine trade should 
be properly regulated, and sell for just what 
it is, they have quietly moved along without 
action on their* part, supposing that 
the butter dealers and tke Government 
would see to that just 
laws were adopted and duly enforced. 
It has, however, been hammered into their 
heads very forcibly through their pockets, 
that suen has not been the case, consequent- 
ly the present agitation of the dairy interest 
ig the result. Recently there was a ‘‘national 
dairy union’’ formed in Chicago by repre- 
sentative men from all sections of the coun- 
try. Since then there have been aquite a 
number of ‘‘auxiliary unions’’ formed in 
most every Gairy State and they seem to con- 
tinue frorming, 

The Dairy Congress lately held in Cleve- 
land, and so largely attended from the East 
and \West, had been organized for the ad- 
vancement of the dairy industry by impart- 
ing information required in every depart- 
ment, from breeding and feeding of the an- 
imal to the perfect make of the product, 
believing: that fancy butter goes a great way 
towards preventing the sale ot oleo, 

The Dairy Congress have also become 
members of the National Dairy Union, 
whose aim is to ald in securing and en- 
forcing laws that are just to the dairy- 
man farmer. It asks every Creamery in 
the country to become a member, and also 
asks the patrons of each creamery to join. 
When it is Known that many of those cream- 
erles have from 100 to 200 patrons it certainly 
means something, especially if those patrons 
interest themselves in the menthey send to 
make their laws, which is very likely, from 
the fact that that is their instruction. 

The *‘oleo’’ interest, that has in the past 
run things to sult themselves for the past five 
years, may finda different state of affairs in 
future, The consumer also figures in the 
proceeding and can then buy oleo for what it 
isand athis own priee, instead of as now 
peying butter prices for lardand cotton seed 
oll worth about 8c per ib. This kind is even 
how being peddled in the West End at 30c per 
lb, and represented as made by the seller, a 
seeming dairyman, as he says he Is.

FEMALE SCREAMS THAT ROUSED A 
RESPECTABLE NEIGHBORHOOD. 


Two Old Offenders Among the Prisoners 
—Vile Instruments in Testimony—Ella 
Laughlin’s Electric Chair—Olever De- 
tective Work of Miss Grace Fox-A 
Case That Crowded the Yorkville Po- 
lice Court. 


New York, March 24.—The space between 
the ralling and the bar in Yorkville Court, 
which is wide enough to accommodute about 
100 people, was more than comfortably filled 
to-day with the doctors and midwives who 
were arrested Friday charged with criminal 
malpractice, their counsel, bondtmen, the 
detectives who made the raid and the regular 
court officers. 

Sixteen prisoners were arraigned. They 
were held for further examination either on 
next Tuesday or Friday. The amount of bail 
varied from $1,500to $10,000. It was furnished 
in every instance exceptinthecase of Mrs. 
Landau, who was the $10,000 prisoner. 

Agent Jayne, assisted by Detective Frink, 
conducted the prosecution. Jos. Britton 
and Miss Grace Fox, a pretty young woman, 
who, as one of the detectives in the socilety’s 
employ, secured the evidence on which the 
warrants were issued, occupied seats next 
tothe Justice. sixteen of the elghteen war- 
rants were executed. Two of the people 
wanted were out when the detectives called. 

THE PRISONERS. 

The prisoners in court to-day were Drs. 
Lee Randall, Wm. Krausi, Newton White- 
head, Selden W. Crowe, Benjamin Hawkes 
and Midwives Caroline Brecker, Louise

Annunciation and St. Joseph's lilies,white, 
starry blossoms will de massed in church 
chancels for the Easter Sunday celebration. 
In many a ‘household, too, the pure, snowy, 
long-stalked flowers will evidence of the 
epoch of rejoicing. They seem so perfect 
and oppropriate that naturally no suggestion 
of money changing in the temple is conveyed 
by them. Yet, in three days this Easter 
thousands of dollars worth of plants and 
flowers will be sold. 

A little criticism asto the usual methods 
of Easter churek decoration may not go 
amiss just now, 

The effect sought should be to bring out the 
beauties of the caancel and interior rather 
than to coneentrate attention on masses of 
blossoms about thealtar, a favorite fashion 
which conceals the reredos. Scattering the 
flowers and plantsis far more effective. For 
instance, on one sideof the pulpit groups of 
pink and white azaléas and flowering spring 
shrubs can be placed to advantage, and cor- 
responding flowers and plants at the other 
about the font. The silver altar vases 
should simply be filled with long-stemmed 
roses and lilies, which suffice, and do not 
hide the palms on either side of the chancel. 
When these latter &re fringed in front with 


white orchids, and flowering plants of the 
same hung onthe wall. forming a network 
on either side of the chancel, the effect is 
charming. A mistakeis ofttimes made by 
entwining massive pillars with skimpy gar- 
lands. Only heavy, rich ropes of flowers and 
greens should be used to encircle these. The 
celebration of Easter has become so general 
of late years that the floriculturists begin 
preparing for the supply fifteem weeks in 
advance in their hot houses. Apropos ef 
the fashionable Easter lilies, the starry as- 
cension, that is somewhat small, and the St. 
Joseph's, quite similar, if larger, is the fact 
that the calla bas now ceased to bea fashion- 
able flower. Japan furnishes the Easter 
Illes in bulbs, and because of their being 
grown by the acre in Bermuda, which makes 
the expense of shipping much less, the cost 
of them is 50 per cent lower than it was five 
years ago. 
SENDING BOUQUETS AT EASTER. 

The custom of sending bouquets or flower- 
ing plants at Easter has become general, and 
has quite superseded,except with very young 
people, the fashion of giving around absurd 
little metal baskets and eggs filled with dear 
knows what. Orders for this Easter are al- 
most entirely blooming azalea plants, pink 


or white, or daistes, to be placed in orna- 
mental wicker jardinieres, with a wide rib- 
bon bow tied on one side. These, though 
they have been greatly forced to exhibit sim- 
ultaneously so many blossoms, can be re- 
tained for some time with cure, and are, 
therefore, Much prized, A good many peo- 
ple seem to fancy the combination of jacque- 
minot roses and lillies of the valley. They 
will be encircled with streamers of narrow 
white ribbon, each with its own little cluster 
of lilies atthe end. To send a large box of 
loose, long-stemmed flowers, all, of course, 
very choice, with an Easter card laid among 
the blossoms, is considered quite the swag- 
ger Easter offering. 

Fortunately, there is an interim ofa few 
days before the big Easter weddings come on 
with a rush, so that a fresh supply of nowers 
can be depended on. When one of the jeu- 
nesse doree orders, now and again, flowers 
sent to some girl the conclusion is obvious 
that he is paying her attention. When he 
excitedly orders them sent every day there is 
no possible doubt of his being actually en- 
gaged. Ihave already been consulted by a 
good percentage of the bridegrooms of the 
Kaster weddings as to my notions on such 
subjects, which vary, of course, as to cir- 
cumstances. My ideal bridal bouguet is one 
composed of white orchids, combined with 
the lilacs of France, which are those ofa 
snowy hue. It should be tied with wide rib- 
bons, with clusters of orchids deftly ar- 
ranged on the streamers, Such a one should 
be put together in sections, witha handsome 
ring secured among the-flowers. 

The correct moment and method of dis- 
tribution is when the ceremony and recep- 
tion are over and the bride reaches the 
landing after running up the fight of stairs to 
don her going-away gown, Then she should 
loosen the ridbon and throwthe nosegay 
down to the bridemaids standing in a

Brief Reviews of Leading Publications 
Just From the Fress. 


Under the title The Political Economy of 
Natural Law’’ Messrs. Lee & Shepard, Bos- 
ton, Mass., have issued a new book by Henry 
Wood. In this volume Mr. Wood outlines a 
political economy which is natural and prac- 
ticable, rather than artificial and theoreti- 
cal. Theauthor treats atlength the law of 
co-operation, combinations of capital, com- 
binations of labor, profit sharing, 


socialism, economic legisiation, 
question of harmony petween 
and labor, the distribution 
wealth, the céntralization of business, 
Booms and Panics, ‘ioney and Oolnage,’’ 
te., and various other features, pertinent 
to the subject. Mr. Wood interprets Politi- 
cal Economy from the standpoint of evolu- 
tion ana natura! law, and does not invest his 
@reatise with the highly pessimistic coloring 
which writers on similar subjects seem to 
have adopted at the present day. The vari- 
ous phases of political economy are clearly 
and concisely put, as they have been evolved 
from careful study anda thorough familiarity 
with the subject in every detall. 
Under the direction of Mr. Sandow, G. Mer- 
cer Adam, ex-Captain Queen’s Own Rifles, 
OC. M., has compiled and edited a handsome 
volume on physical training, The book con- 
tains a biography of the wonderful athlete, 
dealing with the chief incidents in bis pro- 
fessional career, his gladiatorial skill in con- 
tests and exhibitions, his schemes for exer- 
cising and his views on the physiology of 
gymnastics, the functions of the muscles and 
their development. 

The book is richly illustrated from photo- 
graphs expressly taken for the work by Sa- 
rony of New York, Morrison of Chicago and

In the first illustration accompanying this 
article I have written down twelve characters 
with their equivalent English sounds, which 
enter most frequently into the composition 
of Chinese shop names. You are liable to 
encounter some combination of them any- 
time you pass a Chinese store or laundry. 
The convenience of adopting a motto as a 
shop name is easily understood; for laun- 
dries and stores may change hands a thou- 
sand times a year, and still they would bear 
the same names. The expense of a new sign 
is obviated and there Won't be any loss of 
good will, 
Occasionally, however, a Chinaman will 
use his own name fora sign,in deference to 
— custom, but he is a lonely excep- 
on. 
Sometimes these shop names are peculiarly 
appropriate, and oftentimes humorous. For 
instance, a drug store is called Hall of 
Longevity ;*’ an undertaker’s establishment 
is dubbed the Hall of a Benevolent Long 
Life; One Lung’’ shows the proprietor to 
be a hopeless consumptive, and Kee Hong 
Kee, the name ofa restaurant on South 
Eighth street, means ‘‘the House of Won- 
derful smells. 

As for Chinese personal names, they may 
be any word taken judiciously from the dic- 
tionary, They are never conventional, like 
Tom, Dick and Harry, and may consist of one 
or two words each, usually signifying 
something good, or embodying a prediction, 
or — of future greatness or pros 
perity.

THE COL 2RISCOPE. 


A Valuable Instrument for Testing the 
Relative Colors of Wine.

The measurement of the color matter in 
wine 1s a very important factor. Uptoths 
present time an instrament called vinocolor- 
imetre, the invention of Salleron, has been 
in use, This instrument is to-day largely 
employed in all the laboratories of wine 
growers, to determinethe measure of color- 
ing matter inthe vintages and to mix the 
Southern vintages of France and Spain, which 
are usually dark and rich incolor, with the 
lighter wines of central andWestern France.

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VALERE’S SPRINTING MACHINE. 


He Utilizes the Natural Motions of the 
Body in Running. 

Written for the SUNDAY POS8T- DISPATCH. 

The International Bicycle Exposition has 
just closed at Paris, and among a large num- 
ber of wheels one made after an especial 
pattern was exhibited for the first time. The 
inventor, Mr. Vaiere, has hept it from public 
view for sometime, but in spite of his pre- 
cautions it has already gained quite a repu- 
tation. It is a plece of machinery for the 
curious to wonder at. Two months ago Va- 
lere had his new wheel out for the eighth 
time when he met in the Bols de Boulogne 
Farman, the French champion bicycle rider. 
The latter examined the wheel and proposed 
a match then and there. Inarun of a dls- 
tance not more than 300 yards Farman was 
greatly outdistanced and gave up the race, 
nonplused by the speed which the rider 
made on his machine. 

Valere’s bicyciette, as he calls it, is 
quaintly constructed. In its operation it 
combines with the simple cycle work which 
devolves upon the lower limbs the power of 
the arms. But the originality of the system 
does not lie in this, fora number of inventors 
have sought to utilize the motion of the arms 
in velocipides, either as the he yh power, 
orasanauxiliary. In Germany alone, more 
than 200 patents covering this point have 
been taken out. 

The originality of the Valere system lies in 
the fact of ingeniously applying the two dif- 
ferent kinds of motion to one cog- wheel, The 
operator of this machine executes only nat- 
ural movements, which are those of a 
sprinter. TRIS has given the new wheel 
its mname—sprinting wheel. M. Valere, 
besides being an inventor, is a miniature 
painter of some merit, an excellent 
oarsman, and a general devotee to athietic 
sports, In rowing contests he bas won 
twenty-four prizes. When he first mounted 
a bicycle in 1892 he was surprised at the in- 
activity of the Upper members of the body

of the mbs observed in sprinting. For his 
mod took old Greek vases, —

The place 
where the skimmer hangs is again marked. 
The distance from 0 to 2 pounds is then meas- 
ured and marked ona plece of paper which, 
by means. of the divider, is divided off into 
ten equal parts, and the first of these tenths 
is again divided intotenths. When this is 
done the paper is cut down to the right 
width and pasted on the handle of the ladle. 
It is well not to lay 9 heavier weight than 
two pounds into the ladle, but this unique 
scale serves for all ordinary kitchen pur- 
poses for determining small weights. 


ELECTRICAL 8UNBURN. 


High Electric Light Preduces the Same 
Effect as Sunlight. 


Written for the SUNDAY POsT-DISPATCH. 

A new alsease has made its appearance at 
Creuzot,a large foundry in France. Its 
symptoms are similar to those of sunstroke. 
For some time past the electricarc light has 
been employed at Creuzot for the melting 
and welding of metals. The voltaic pile is 
developed between carbon and metal, the 
same as between two carbon electrodes, and 
the terrific heat meltsthe metal instantly. 
These new conditions have caused among 


the laborers a sickness of which Dr. Defon- 
taine, the staff physician of the works, re- 
ports, as follows, tothe Surgical Society of 
Paris: 

He says that even at a distance of 300 feet 
from the volt all unprotected parts of the 
body, neck, face, and especially the fore- 
head, experiences a burning, Diistering sen- 
sation, whichis as painfulas that caused by 
wounds from burning. The skin becomes 
red, and even bronze in color. The eyes are 
blinded in spite of the smoked glasses worn 
by the men, so that for several minutes at- 
terwards they are totally sishtless. Finally 
N appears as yellow as saffron, the 
retina is highly inflamed, and for two days 
at least the eyelids seem granulated. 
These symptoms are accompanied dy 
intense headacue, Insomnia and (fever. 
Afterthe third day the disease abates, and 
the blistered skin begins to peel off. These 
pecullar conditions are of course entirely 
due to the effects of the light, for there is no 
heat, and the workmen do not feel the slight- 
est warmth at the distance above mentioned, 
To which of these light rays these influences 
are due has not yet been accurately deter- 
mined, whether tothe red or yellow, or the 
biue and violet rays, the latter of which are 
undoubtedly those which are chemically 
most effective.

In the selection of colors, wall and floor 
coverings, hangings and drgpery must tie 
together and the whole be pted to set off 
the furniture and pictures. 51 should 
never be used ih any Vantity; it is too ab- 
sorbing; dead white an grays are cola and 
cheerless, two things always to be avoided in 
color effects. One or two upholstered pieces 
may be needed in a parlor, but in a minimum 
of space hard woods are not unsatisfactory. 
Dining-room furniture should be dark,though 
not necessarily gloomy, Natural oak is very 
ugly. If used it should be stained a trifle. 
Natural mahogany, on the contrary, is very 
beautiful. 

The table isa matter of choice; while the 
round table is admirable, it is not egonom)- 
cal; the seating capacity is less, hence more 
room is needed than fora square one. Din- 
ing Chairs were never more comfortable, and 
there is no excuse for any other sort, We 
dine after the affairs of the day; we are 
bodily and mentally tired, and for physical 
economy the chair. snould be restful, the 
table inviting, the room pleasing. Ihe carver 
must and should have an arm chair; he 
needs definite support after the exertion, 
proportional to the size of the family. It 18 
a compliment to the wife's dignity to provide 
one more arm chair, although she may or 
may not use it.

High-back chairs are objectionable from 
the window and the waliter’s view; they are 
hard to get about, they obstruct daylight 
and throw gloomy shadows under gaslight.

They do very well in the hospital, 
where it is the custom to turn a hose on 
them, but there is no reason for them in a 
private apartment. Thestrongest argument 
in their favor, that they are vermin proof, is 
ridiculous, Bedbugs enter butone kind of 
wood—the yellow pine; and that is nota 
furniture wood. Instead of getting into the 
wood they lodge in the mattress or the 
springs. ven if the theory of wnhole- 
someness was less dubious it is 
unnecessary to sacrific the appearance 
of the room for the sake of a metal bedstead. 
A bedroom is not a showroom, and showy 
furniture is entirely out of place. Designs 
cannot be too severe. Superfluous orna- 
mentation is impertinent and inelegant. 
Orten a boudoir is Stted up for a private sit- 
ting room, which is as expressiveas the in- 
dividuaitaste demands, but even without 
this apartment the tendency is in the direc- 
tion of bright, airy bed-chambers, with no 
more furniture than is necessary, and 
that of the simplest design compatible with 
utility. All the Dureaus are low, with flat 
tables, and utterly devoid of carving or orna- 
ment. Where a cheiffonier is used there is 
generally a small dressing table and a cheval 
glass. A lounge atthe foot of the bed, cov- 
ered with cotton, is luxurious, although it 
need not be expensive,

It may not be the suffrage, but it will 
be the revolt of the daughters. or the 
plaint of the old, or a clarion call to take 
arms against the present low standard of 
matrimonial morals.

In the last issue of Lippincott’s Magazine, the 
subject is Ihe New Womannhood,’’ of which 
Ibsen is declared to be the prophet. Mrs. 
Annle Nathan Meyer, the author of that 
clever novelette, Helen Brent, M. D.“ (some 
day it will de M. P. or M. C.), writes the ar- 
ticle. Mrs. Meyer is a young woman, the 
wife ofa New York physician, and was one 
of the founders of Barhard College. She 
is a great believer in woman, and writes 
freely and frequently About her wants 
and her prospects of getting them. Mrs. 
Meyer opens her article by Speaking of a cer- 
tain cart which she some time ago, 
and which represented Henrik Ibsen sitting 
cross-legged like an idol, with a reverent 
woman stirring incense before him. ‘he 
only thing Mrs. Meyer régrets about the 
cartoon is that the woman is long, lean and 
lank, of uncertain age, and wearing the 
That women are 
Ibsen worshipers she admits, and does not 
wonder at. 
To me. says Mrs. Meyer, it seems fit- 
ting that women should sit at the fect of 
Ibsen, because I believe that no writer of 
any century has said so much to her that is 
0 Vital and stimulating, that never falls into 
sentimentality or false praise, but always 
holds up the highest standard of thought and 
action. Indeed, the standard is so high, so 
daring, that, his meaning taken rightly to 
heart, women may find in the commonly 
styled somber pessimist the hopeful prophet 
singing at the dawn.“ 
She sees in the extraordinary Hedda Gabler 
only a woman suffering from the effects of 
her environments. 
„There may be, exclaims Mrs. Meyer, 
‘*those who fancy the new ideas will rob love 
of its poetry, whothink with Helmar, that 
‘womanly helplessness mekes a wife doubly 
dear,’ who fear for the future of marriage if 
the old regime gives place to the new. Ican 
only say to such, read your Ibsen a little fur- 
ther, and you willl see that the same man 
who has given us Nora and Mrs. Alving and 
Hedda, has also given us Agnes, the wife of 
Brand, and Solveig, the sweet guiding star 
of Peer Gynt—two women the beauty and 
strength of whose love have not been ex- 
celled by the pen of any poet, not even of 
the romantic age of Elizabeth. 
„And this man who has painted the mis 
takes and horrors of the old regime, who 
bids us enter into a new era when ‘the old, 
with its tinsel, its hypocrisy, its lying pro- 
priety and its pitiful cowardice shall lie be- 
hind us like a museum open for instruction,’ 
is called a morbid and unwholesome 
pessimist, a cruel Misanthrope, An
